A fairly large, long duration M-class flare occured today that will 
cause geomagnetic storming and proton related effects, such as a Polar 
Cap Absorption Event, as soon as 0300 UTC 24 Sept. 


The best time to work low-power DX is RIGHT NOW ... before 24/0300UTC. 
Solar flux is fairly high at 143, entering the 150's over the next 

couple of days. When the effects of todays flare settles down, conditions 
should be very good (as they are right now) on 10 and 15M.

Note the solar location ... N20 (20 degrees above the solar equator) 
and WO2, which is almost facing the earth ... means much of the energy 
released from this flare xcould* strike the Earth causing geomagnetic 
disturbances, and certainly caused disturbanced during the duration of 
the event.

The longer the event, the more energy is released and the more mass 
(heavier particles) that were flung into space. Some of these ejected 
charged particles will strike the earth's magnetic field in a couple 
of days, causing geomagnetic storming. 


A type II sweep is caused by the rising shock wave and gas cloud from 

the disturbance passing through the sun's magnetic field lines, producing 
radio energy that sweeps downward in frequency about 10-20MHz per second. 
To a stationary observer (say a QSO in progress) they would sound like 
evenly spaced bursts, like slow ignition noise. 


Type IV sweeps are "continuum noise" emissions that start around 400 MHz 
and extend downward. They produce an elevation in background noise 
levels, even at VHF frequencies, for several hours following the solar 
flare. It has subsided by now, no doubt.

A proton event, depending upon the severity, has several areas of 
concerns. First is to the satellites in orbit, where a wavefront of 
fast moving protons can cause damage to spaceborne electronics and 

even disturb the attitude and orbit to satellites. Secondly, the 
arriving protons on earth can cause geomagnetic disturbances of their 
own, plus causing Polar Cap Absorption events (PCA's), where HF 
propagation in the higher latitudes virtually ceases due to huge levels 
of absorption. The later appears very likely from this event.

Here's a little exercise in proton velocity. The flare occured on 

23 Sept. at about 0700 UTC and the protons are expected to arrive on 
24 Sept. at about 0300. That's about 20 hours of travel time to 

cover the Sun-Earth distance of 93 million miles. That works out to 
about 1300 miles per second. They key is the density. With a very 
high density proton event (which this wasn't), that's like a wall of 
sand hitting you at 1300 miles per second (~2000 km/sec). That could 
hurt! And that is exactly why a high density proton event raises such 
concern with those who operate our satellites. Dense enough and fast 
enough ... it would be lethal. Normal solar wind velocity is 200-400 
km/sec., so this is ten times faster than the normal velocity that solar 
particles strike the earth. 


Fortunately for us mortals on earth ... we have our magnetic field to 
absorb the majority of this "blast of sand," leaving only rotten HF 
conditions in it's wake for a day or two. Beats getting fried!

Gang, 


I was in the Shack store last week and picked up a personal stereo for my 
XYL's birthday and there was a sale on the Nova 43 headphones. Now, the 
XYL had seen the Sony MDR-A30G (yellow folding pod-type jobs) in-the-ear 
headphones at Circuit City earlier, and she really liked and wanted 
those. 


But the R/S saleman brought over the Nova 43's (catalog #33-1125) to demo 
the little Optimus AM/FM personal radio, (catalog #12-792) so I tried 
them and liked the comfort, sensitivity, and design. Plus, they were only 


$9.95 and have pretty solid construction with a right angle gold plated 
3.5 mm stereo plug. The claimed response is 20Hz - 20 KHz. They are 
normally $19.95, and include a gold-plated 3.5mm-to-1/4" adapter. 


Man, are those things sensitive! I tried them on my Norcal 38 Special 
today to see how they perform, and they beat out the Sony MDR-25 I 
already had and an old pair of R/S Nova 34 headphones, and the wife's new 
Sony MDR-A30G. 


The DC resistances I measured on each channel, Common to L or R are: 


Sony MDR-A30G 16 ohms 
R/S Nova 34 33 ohms 
R/S Nova 43 36 ohms 


The Nova 43 unit has comfortable foam pads, and a nice mylar diaphram. 
Neither of the other listed headsets have near the volume of the Nova 43. 
When used with the L & R channels in series as most of us have 
recommended on the 38S, the loudness is remarkable. You'll think you have 
a LM380 in the 38S instead of the wimpy NE5532 it really has! ;-) 


So if you are looking for a cheap pair of very sensitive headphones for 
your 38S or other low-audio output rig, these should do the trick for 
you. I have to turn down the RF gain on my 38S on xmost* signals, and any 
weak signal the rig can detect is easily audible with them. The 
difference in volume level compared to the other headphones I listed 
above is simply incredible! The Nova 43 is at least twice as loud! 


I have yet to try them on my SW30+ and SW40+, but they really aren't low 
in audio as-is. The Nova 43 may be xtoox sensitive for the SW rigs, but 
may work better with the LMC662N CMOS audio chips I got from the group 
buy. Dunno yet......... Might blow my ears off - even with the diode 
limiter in the audio stage. =8%o 


My only gripe would be that the cord is not as flexible as most, but it 
is not too bad once the kinks have been worked out of it from the 


twist-tie that it was shipped in. 


Try 'em if you need some real sensitive headphones. They really bring up 
the volume big-time! :-)

A variation of high-level plate modulation not yet mentioned was shunt-fed. 
For those unaware, the dc current to the final stage is supplied through a 
iron-core "power supply type" inductor (choke) and the audio power output from 
the modulation transformer is fed to the final by means of a hefty capacitor 
to the plate side of the choke. Dc-core saturation of the modulation 
transformer is thus avoided and a much physically and electrically smaller 
modulation transformer is required. The electrical parameters of the 
capacitor/choke should be properly sized for adequate low-frequency audio 
response and be able to operate at the plate voltage and current levels of the 
final modulated stage. 

In retrofits, the modulation transformer is the generally the weakest link.

Recent discussion on waterproof, tuff rigs leads me to wonder if any fellow 
SouthCom 120D users are on this list. Folks dreaming for such rigs may wish 
to consider one, tho I believe they're no longer manufactured. 


Mine's ideal for island hopping here off coast of Maine via kayak...but NOT 
for operation WHILE IN the kayak which is insane. Mostly I use it the shack 
during winter power outages. Very solid ALL-MODE 2-10 mcs rig, with 
provision for built-in or external batteries. Built-in speaker or use 
handset. Built-in antenna tuner for wire or 52 ohm coax output via BNC. And 
waterproof, supposedly to several feet. 


Downsides: Kinda QRO-ish, however, putting out about 10-15 watts. Not small 
either--about 10" h x 10" w x 3" h, but NOT heavy. Also is it's 23-channel 
xtal controlled (using a modest VXO) and it has aW I OD _ €E rx--typical for 
military radios. A later version had a VFO. 


I understand they're used in Canada, routinely lent to hunting/fishing 
parties when flown into remote places. Nothing complicated about using them, 
so they're ideal for this purpose. 


If interested, check out a recent "Janes" survey (same UK publisher as 
"Janes" survey on worldwide military ships, aircraft and weaponry) which 


covers military radios. Oh yeah, mine's not for sale.

To take the 
guesswork out of that last rare state or country, you can analyze 
propagation and make sure that you are on the air when you need it most. 
The Windows version of IONCAP is avaiable for free download from

This is on the US Deparment of Commerce, NTIA page. I have installed it 


on my office machine and it works great. Give it a try; it has taught 
me more about propagation that anything else I could imagine. I use the 
ICEPAC and ICEAREA programs to analyze what time of day my signal will 
peak to a particular area, or to see a really detailed propagation map 
for any particular time of day/frequency.

Almost all AM broadcast transmitters with high level plate modulation use 
shunt fed modulators. The savings in transformer iron are just too great to 
do it any other way. There is no de in the secondary of the transformer, and 
Since the primary is always fed push-pull, there is no net de in the primary 
either, so, aS you point out, you can use a lot smaller transformer for the 
same audio performance. This does raise and issue with super modulation. One 
artifact of the asymmetry of super modulation is that a dc component is added 
to the audio, which would have some tendency for increased core saturation in 
the transformer. I don't know of any studies that were done on this topic, 
but it must have come up as a part of the various investigations done on this 
before the rule making. I think most amateur designs, and especially low 
powered designs, used series feed. They don't need to maintain as much low 


end as broadcast transmitters and could tolerate a little more core 
saturation. 

Most present day broadcast rigs finesse the problem altogether by using 
other forms of modulation. Pulse width modulation of some sort is the most 
popular, no big modulator iron at all. Even in the old days, there were low 
level modulated class B amplifier transmitters, RCA's ampliphase modulation, 
and Western Electric's Doherty amplifier and all its variations including what 
came to be LTV Continental's high level screen modulation. If one were going 
to build a low powered (QRP level) AM transmitter today, the best way to do it 
would be with something like a multiplier chip and a small linear amplifier. 
Due to the relatively small powers involved, the inefficiencies of the class B 
amplifier wouldn't be too much of a handicap. Glowbug transmitters could be 
built using either heising modulators or clamp tube modulators, a la the old 
Heathkit low power rigs such as the DX-40 and DX-60. I wonder what you could 
get out of a screen modulated 6CL6?

You may remember receiving this when 
you signed on to QRP-L. 


Reading down the welcome message, I came across the instructions for 
searching the archive. Following the instructions, I sent off a 
message to listserv@lehigh.edu (NOT qrp-1@....) with the command, 
"search qpr-l/archives/1997 "radiokit". 


A few minutes later, I got a nice email back with a list of 
approximately 90 messages covering 30 days in 1997, along with the 
first line of each message. I scanned down the list and recognized a 
message I had sent last year about the foxhunt and the famous 
radiokit, which was included in archive file "970305". 


So I sent my browser off to ftp://ftp.lehigh.edu/pub/listserv/qrp-1 
and clicked on the "archives" subdirectory, then "1997". I selected 
"970305" for download, unzipped it, and had a full day's digest of 
QRP-L from March 5 1997. I opened it with Notepad, searched the text 
for "Radiokit" and there was the posting that I was looking for -- the 
first fox caught with the infamous debug contest Radiokit. 


So, when next you need info on a QRP topic, not only can you get the 
benefit of thousands of on-line experts, but you can consult the 
ghosts of QRP past as well.

If the radio has a removable AC cord that plugs into the back of the radio, 
there is a built in switch to automaticly select AC or DC power. Very 
often, stress on the plug causes the solder connections to crack on the DC 
switch. Take it apart (often easier said than done) and check those 
connections. 


Also, it is not uncommon for the power switch to fail, especially the 
multi-function slider type. Generally nearly impossible to find an exact 
replacement, so I generally wire in a toggle switch, if there is room for 
it some place. 


If those two areas are okay, then there might be a shorted aluminum 
electrolitic cap in the voltage regulator circuit. Good luck finding that.

Theoretically they are identical, assuming your equipment 
is working properly. Let's say that you tune your SSB 
transmitter to 7.040 MHz. You inject the "CW" signal 

into the microphone. Your signal is 800hz, USB. You 
would be transmitting a "single" frequency "carrier" 

at 7.040 Mhz - 800hz or 7.040800 MHz. If you were 
transmitting LSB the signal would come out on 7.039200 MHz. 
The person on the other would be none the wiser. 


I've used this technique with my Yaesu FT-890 to 
send TTY/FSK. I feed the tones into the microphone 
and out comes "FSK." The only "problem" is that the 
resulting transmitted signal is 100% duty cycle.

Rainbow Tuneup in the KE6RIE Enclosure 


Several folks have written to me about having difficulty 
getting their Rainbow Tuner to work on 30 meters once installed in 
Doug's handsome enclosure. An application note on the subject 
will shortly appear on the NJQRP web page. It will feature some 
wiring notes as well as a wiring diagram. Meanwhile, though, here 
are some things to try to maximize the high frequency tuning 
capability. 


1. In an errata posted on qrp-l by Doug, he tells to use only 

one section of the variable capacitor when you wire it up. If you 
parallel both sections (as the directions for the enclosure state) 
the minimum capacitance will be too high. You want to use only the 
B section as shown below. 


| | Section A is about 67 pf max. 
| REAR | Section B is about 153 pf max. 


| VIEW | G is the ground terminal. 


2. If you look at the back of the capacitor you will see two 
brass screws. These are for trimmer capacitors used for receiver 
alignment when the cap is used in a broadcast receiver. We 

really want the maximum tuning range and the trimmers add an 

extra 10 pf or so to the above numbers limiting the maximum 
frequency range. So it is necessary to adjust the section 

2 trimmer to its minimum value. To do this turn the trimmer 

screw so that its plates are fully unmeshed. You really only have 
to do this to the section B trimmer, but it's easiest to just do 
both. 


3. The enclosure directions tell you to use RG-174 for both the 
Capacitor and antenna binding post wiring. This may limit the 
upper tuning range since this coax cable has an inherent 
capacitance of about 2.6 pf per inch which will be in parallel 
with the tuning cap. It is best to minimize any coax length and I 
also recommend using point-to-point wiring from the pc board to 
the tuning cap.

>The question was asked what happens to the "excess" energy that is 
>generated and sent out to the grid distribution system. 


There really isn't any excess. Let me explain -- also, there is an indirect 
relationship to QRP so don't holler yet! 


Today's electric power systems are based on 3 phase, 60 cycle, synchronized 
power generation and transmission (there are rare exceptions). Most of the 
generators in operation at a given time will be operating at a fixed output 
while a few will have their controllers set to hold frequency. If load 
increases, the load will momentarily exceed the input energy causing the 
system to slow down and the controllers take action to restore the system 
frequency to 60 cycles by increasing power input. Likewise, a load decrease 
results in decreasing power input. Further, there is a master controller 
that adjusts power input to maintain time-keeping capability. As time goes 
on, added generators are put on, or taken off, line to compensate for major 
load changes. In the pre-computer era, all of this was controlled by 
electro-mechanical means coupled with human monitoring and intervention. 


In recent years, local area utilities have been extensively interconnecting 
with each other for economic and political reasons. As a result, electric 
system stability and reliability have been badly compromised even though 
computers have been integrated into the control system. Human monitoring 
and intervention is still a must. 


Most of the time, I suspect that the public perception of utility reliability 
is very high -- for example your plug-in electric clocks keep better time 
than ever before. The extensive transfer of major amounts of power over 

long distances for economic and/or political reasons, the politically forced 
transfer of ownership and operation of power sources, and the reduced level 
of accountability all add up to an increasing risk of major power outages 
extending over large areas and over long periods of time. The famed Year 
2000 computer dating problem may be a major element. 


The amateur radio community has been providing communication services 

in areas hit by disasters (floods and hurricanes, for example) in recent 
times. Extensive power outages may be another such opportunity. Amateurs 
running battery operated systems may have to be major players in providing 
communications for both public and private services for extended 

periods of time. QRP operations appear to me to fit that role.

Hi Gang, 


A message string has begun on "very small rigs", like those put out by 
Radiokit until about four years ago. Yeah, four years is a lifetime in ham 
radio. 


First, though, take note that the proprietor of Radiokit was definitely not 
Rick Littlefield! I don't think Rick had any formal connection at all with 
Radiokit. 


Some history: Radiokit sold "bag of parts" kits for construction of the Rick 
Littlefield designed QRP 20 transceiver and later the Littlefield QRP 15 
transceivers. Rick was one of the firstest with the mostest to use the NE602 
mixer/oscillator combo chip to make up a superhet. Actually, the first 
Littlefield superhet was a stand alone receiver for 20m published in the old 
Ham Radio mag. Radiokit sold these bags of parts to make the receiver and 
then started selling kits to make the transceivers. 


The bag of parts started out as a convenience to homebrewers who didn't want 
to chase down all the little pieces by themselves. Unfortunately, these bags 
of parts never evolved into the well documented kits we see being sold by 
others. 


I own an "original" Radiokit 20M receiver, a "three board" QRP 20 transceiver 
and a "late model" QRP 30 transceiver. The Littlefield transceivers started 
with the 20, which was essentially the original 20m receiver board, with a 
transmitter strip added along the back panel and another tiny board with a 
second, cascadable 4 crystal IF filter and audio filter. These three boards 
were stuffed into the tiniest Ten Tec cabinet you ever saw--making a five watt 
QRP rig with a four or eight crystal IF filter (switchable) with audio filter 
added when the second four crystals were switched in. When it worked, this 
rig was a hot and as good as anything currently out there. Mine works. It is 
not for sale! 


A later version of the QRP xx line put all of the circuitry on one tiny PC 
board, leaving out the second four-crystal filter (not really necessary) but 
retaining the switchable audio filter. All these rigs had AGC, speaker 
volume, and 5 watt output. Radiokit supplied them with hardware, labeled, 
drilled, and punched case, and all controls. Complete for $99, shipped! 


The QRP 20 was reviewed by Chuck Adams (unfavorably) in QRPp about four years 
ago. The main problem was that the PC board had no silk screening--and the 
instructions didn't contain a scale parts placement drawing. So, the parts 
placement pics were nearly useless, and it was necessary to read the schematic 
and follow traces to place each part on this tiny, tiny board. 


So, this rig sounds pretty good, except for the construction, right? Well, 
yes, but you can't get past the construction so easily. I also reviewed the 
QRP xx rigs in my first Round Robin review in the QRP Quarterly about three 
years ago. I thought the competing Emtech NwWxx series and the OHR rigs were 
better choices for all but the most daring, skilled builders. Yes, the 
Radiokit radios were smaller, but I found the instructions that came with the 
Radiokit kit to be nearly unusable. Before you could even start to build a 
QRPxx, you had to take the three pages of errata which themselves had 
handwritten changes (is that the second derivative of errata?), and 
incorporate them into the instructions. 


And the finished rig wasn't perfect, of course. The transmitter had (OK, one 
of mine still has) a tendency to "take off" and self-oscillate which is only 
cured by cutting power back to about 2.5 watts or less. Plus, the original 
Littlefield design used a relay for T/R control, making for a "semi-QSK" 
system, rather than real QSK. The PA instability is almost certainly due to 
the PC layout and poor RF bypassing in the Radiokit version. As to the relay, 
well, all of the designers who followed used solid state/QSK switching, 
including Gregson's NWxx series, Benson's NN1G rigs, OHR kits, and Burdick's 
Norcal/Wilderness radios. But I suspect all of these designers would give 
credit to Littlefield's brilliant original design; the designs that followed 
were variations on his theme. 


As to Radiokit, the company: The owner, somewhat soured by the response of 
the QRP community to his failure to improve his bag of parts kits, even as to 
the written instructions, decided to stop selling kits. I think Carl, the 
owner, continued in business selling/modifying QRO linears amps! Really. But 
I don't know if he is still around. 


Nowadays, all of the above companies (except Radiokit, of course) sell 
transceivers which are later generations (read: improved) of the Littlefield 
"floorplan" rigs. Some of them even sell rigs that fit in cases as small as 
the QRPxx series. So, a current builder seeking small radios needn't search 
very far. One company that makes small sized transceivers is Small Wonder 
Labs (owned by Dave Benson, NN1G. SWL's current rigs are third generation, 


descended from the Littlefield rigs through the NN1G (named after Benson's 
call) radios of just a few years ago. One thing I can say for sure. All of 
these makers are selling kits with superb (not just good) instruction sets. 
And their PC boards are equally excellent. 


Oh, and if you feel you must have a Littlefield model, complete with the 
relay, you can go buy the MFJ CW transceiver. That's where the QRP 20 
survived in its least evolved form, with perhaps a tweak here and there (e.g., 
I believe MFJ licked the instability problem, which wasn't actually in the 
PA--it was in a prior stage.) And the building is done by MFJ for you! 

It always was a good little radio, in all its iterations. And for the 
masochists out there, check with Far Circuits. I think they still have the 
circuit boards for both the three board and single board versions of the 
original Littlefield. Then you gotta' find a copy of the applicable article.

I am going to try to find out from a friend at the state transportation dept. 
lab what he can say about the plastics material questions we have. He is a 
ham and may have already been down the RF loss path. (They were using RF 
chambers to heat old asphalt into reuseable road mix a few years back and that 
is now an accepted practice in road rework in these parts.) 


My trip to a local building supply on Sat. having found 4 differing cements 
alone for PVC has made me realize the scope of the problem of using building 
grade materials makes testing for the application all the more important. 


For the casual user of building grade plastic parts, it is probably easier and 
not very costly to try them, and if it works or heats up in Radio use, let us 
know. For the purists, read on---- 


I think the variences in PVC cements are not going to deter the RF uses, as 
PVC solvents vary in the proportions of two constituents (acetone and MEK), to 
desolved PVC resin, and the components are surely used in other plastics 
applications around RF. Certainly Acetone has been around forever, and in the 
60's MEK became a popular cleaning agent for electronics packagers. I think 
if either had possible bad effects at RF, we would have heard "do not to clean 
with them, or use them as plastic solvents, because residues might remain 
after use." 


I have been doing addtional reading, from DeMaws MFJ core handbook, various 
ARRL handbooks up to 1995, and other sources like RSGB Handbook. It appears a 
Q test might be a universal and doable evaluation of a dielectric/insulator 
candidate. IE, use a test piece as a form under a known Hi Q coil and fixed 
capacitor of low loss and observe any effect on circuit Q. 


Having acquired a ceramic insulated, but fixed value multi plate capacitor at 
the last swap meet, I think I have found a use for it. I am hoping one could 
do a Q determination with and with out a test form, using the station 
transceiver aS a source, and measuring the Bandwidth between 3 dB points. 


This would satisfy those who want to test at the exact RF frequency where they 
want to use the plastic. 


One idea as to how to get a high Q test coil, easily affected by a forms 
losses, would be to build it as a Helical Coil Resonator, (HCR), as shown in 
the SAMS ITT Radio Handbooks. I have built those as low as 10 MHz. I believe 
air wound coils of stiff wire or tubing had Q's in the hundreds. It is simply 
a coil in a shield can, and you can tune it to frequency with a low loss cap 
across the upper end, with the lower end attached to the shield can as the low 
side of the tank circuit. The box can be round or square, and made of circuit 
board soldered together. Other shortened cavity plans have been shown in the 
amateur magazines in the last few years, and could be used as test chambers as 
well. 


The HCR can function as a bandpass filter, or a suck out trap, or a series 
high impedance to RF. Using it as a test bandpass filter would be the way to 
use it for the Q test with a transceiver. It might be a small problem to 
determine what the equivalent decline in output power of 3 dB at the filter 
corners would be in terms of your SWR/Power Out meter, but of course, an RF 
voltage probe could be used with a dummy load, and look for the voltage to 
fall to 0.707 of the mid filter band value at the edges. Relative readings 
would be fine, and a homemade probe adequate. 


To use the HCR as a filter, tap up on the coil on each side for a 50 ohm match 
for an input and an output. Then put it inline to your dummy load, with an RF 
voltage test point on the dummy input. 


The microwave test with cup of water and your plastic sample is still the best 
way I feel, to catch the use of metallic filler materials, or chips which 
could be a loss factor to RF uses all over the spectrum. 


Duffey has done a fine service finding the dielectric constants and 
temperature ratings of the common plastics in the 1998 ARRL Handbook. This 
material was not in my 1995 ARRL book, but two differing tables of dielectric 
constants for the same plastic were shown. That must reflect the use of 
outside sources, and the great variety even within a class of plastic like PVC 
or other common ones. 


To give one an idea of HCR size, the 10 MHz one was made with a 1/8 inch 
copper tubing in a coil about 6 inches in diameter, or perhaps the shield can 
was 6 inches, it has been some years. But one made more recently for 150 MHz 
was made from a 9 pin tube shield, about 1 inch diameter, and say 2 1/2 inches 
long, with open wire coil inside, and it had a 40 dB notch function. 


Hope these thoughts are useful to those with testing urges.

I couldn't resist the temptation to jump in.... 


I built the Radiokit 20M transceiver back in ‘91, at a time when I was 
rediscovering amateur radio after being QRT for fifteen years. Prior to the 
Radiokit, my last kit assembly was that of a Heathkit HW-101 and SB-230. 

The Radiokit was an incredible, time-consuming challenge. But if you 
persevered, you had a real, driftless, and relatively stable working 
transceiver. 


I still have the kit to this day, and it works well, although sensitivity on 
receive is not as good as my Norcal/Wilderness rigs. There is a point when 
a kit like this becomes an obsession: you wonder, just how may additional 
features you can fit into a 2"x2"x4" enclosure! I believe I ended up with 
RIT, internal Curtis Keyer, adjustable sidetone, and adjustable IF 
bandwidth. 


The only problem I've ever encountered is that the NE602, in its designed 
circuit, was very susceptible to permanent electrostatic damage from nearby 
thunderstorms....storms that could be miles away. I changed the NE602 
several times because of this and as any of you who have built this rig 
know, gaining access to the bottom of the PC board is nearly impossible. 
One has to disconnect many wires first! Like Pavlov's dog, I learned 
quickly to disconnect the antenna when the rig was not in use! 


After building the RadioKit, you develop a deep sense of respect for Wayne 


Burdick's "no wires" NorCal designs. I am so spoiled by my Norcals, I only 
use the Radiokit on rare occasions.

Hello again, 


Since I last made a posting to this group, I have been 


very active in QRP'ing with my HW-8. I last posted when I 

had just made 4 or 5 contacts, now I have filled two 

pages in my log book and I am starting to feel real 

comfortable and confident. Hey, I am going for my 13wpm 

test next week! The crowning achievement this far was 

a 15m contact with JM3APP in Japan ( nearly 2000 miles per watt! ) 


But now I feel the need to try my hand at building my own 
rig. I did some surfing around and found lots of articles, but 
I want your opinion. What should I build? 


I would like to try a kit; one with minimally a printed 
circuit board. A transceiver would be best, but a transmitter 
only would be okay. What kits are available? I have limited 
experience building kits and very little test equipment.
